"I think you mean NOT heat limited..." 


No, I do indeed mean heat limited, for continuous operation. Temperature 
rise is proportional to internal heat generated by core loss and copper 
(winding) losses. Thus, if the synchronous short-circuit current is about 
the same as rated full load current, heat input in the generator is the 
same, internal temperatures are the same, and it can be operated that way 
without thermal damage. 


DC machines are indeed different. Initial short circuit current can be 
substantially higher, but then it quickly decreases to a much lower value. 
Large dc machines are sometimes operated with series reactors to limit dc 
short-circuit current to a non-destructive level. Nevertheless, the biggest 
difference between ac and dc machines is power is taken off with a 
commutator in the dc machine. 


In commercial power systems, the breaker is usually on the high side of the 
step-up transformer, and is there mostly to protect the generator and 
transformer from the destructive effects of power fed back from the power 
system in event of a failure, which is much greater than from the generator!

Hello- 


Yesterday was the annual "Open Cockpit Day" at the Castle Air Museum, 
located adjacent to the former Castle AFB in Atwater, California. I wish 
I could have posted advance notice of this event to the list, but I only 
learned about it that morning from a better-informed friend. You can see 
the museum's web site at http://www.elite.net/castle-air/ 


I took some pictures, and if they turn out I'll post them on my web page 
and notify the list. Until then, though, here's some highlights of 
what's lurking inside those beautiful old airplanes: 


KC-97: The Castle museum's KC-97 is complete and pristine inside. Inside 
the cockpit nearly all of the original radar, navaids, and comm radios 
are in place. If you like airborne BAs you xmust*x go in the KC-97 next 
year. 


C-46: The HF comm radios are missing from the cockpit itself, but 
there's a very clean and complete ARC-3 VHF set by the navigator's 
table, just behind the cockpit. There's also an APN-9 LORAN set on the 
navigator's table. 


T-33: The museum volunteers had the left and right hatches open on the 
nose of the T-33, revealing most of the original hollow-state navigation 
radios. 


WB-50: According to the factsheet being handed out, Castle's WB-50 
soldiered on until 1972. Inside the nose compartment much of the radar 
gear (APS-23?) was still in place along with dual ARN-7 radio compass 
receivers and control heads. Back aft, there were two complete HF comm 
stations, each with ART-13 and BC-348 equipment. I knew that gear was in 
service well into the 60s, but I was impressed to see that it had made 
it into the early '70s on this aircraft. Does anybody have other 
accounts of ART-13s or BC-348s on active duty later in '72 or later? 


The Castle Air Museum is worth a long drive or a long side trip if 
you're just visiting California, and I highly recommend it.

I'm working on a very very nice Galaxy 300 and PS recently obtained 
from another listmember (Hi Al!) and found some intermittant power supply 
issues. 


Folklore has it that the 300's PS shakes with 60 cy mechanical hum , 

and this one is no exception. Problem 1 was with the B+ filter cap 
stack...there's three of these in series and two naturally, are on insulated 
fiber washers. These washers flex a lot, especially when they're holding up 
an inverted pendulum err...can type cap on a shaking chassis. The solid 


interconnect wire work hardened and formed intermittant connection #1. 
Fixed with new stranded wire. 


Secondly, the filter on the LV B+ was filtered by a large electrolytic 
mounted 


hanging from it's leads ... at least until the 60cps shake table took it's 
toll 

and it's lead fractured forming open #1... fixed with solder and a dot of 
hot melt 


glue to dampen the vibration. 


Staring more at this to see if any more leads had fractured, I noticed 
something 

that was a recent thread here... namely open solder joints from the factory. 
The B+ is rectified by a FW bridge formed with diode stacks in each legs. 
Two of the lugs holding the diode/cap pairs had never been soldered 

at the factory!

I recently took possession of a clean AF-67 and PS2-A pair. I have been 
able to check out the PS2-A. The PS2-A puts out the voltage as specified 
and instead of 450V it puts out 480V without load. I then took off the 
cover of the AF-67 and with filaments supplied everything lit up. I left it 
on for 10 minutes and then turned it off. Today I turned it all back on. 
The PS and AF-67 must be switched on for power to reach the AF-67 and about 
8 minutes on time (looking for my J-38 key to test RF) the PS fuse blew. 

The fuse is supposed to be a 5A 3AG 250V fuse. The fuse was a 3A 3AG. I 
looked in my fuse boxes and have a 8A and 10A and some lower values but no 
5A. Hard to tell if its a slow blow of fast blow fuse because its 
completely blown. The fuse is in one side of the AC line so I'll try to get 
a box of fuses and then see what gives. I hope its just too small. 


I will try to get to the Rf test (the guy was using the AF-67 when I picked 
it up). The transformer looks Ok with no shorts indicated and the cable is 
the Elmac supplied cable but I will check for a solid connection between the 
PS and AF-67 too. 


The PS falls short of the 500V that Elmac called for on the final (6146) so 
probably 40 to 50 W is all the rig will do. The modulator is a better set 
up than the A-54H I have that I put on 40 meters. W4U0C suggests that I 
check the bias battery 22.5Vdc) as this needs to be fresh for 100% 
modulation.

An earlier post on a "Lester Converter' led me to the many 
accomplishments of W2AMJ, and now I find his influence at every corner. 


The Lester Converter, which was offered by Lafayette in the early '50s 
when he was there, was not really a converter. Devices that bring an 
entire band down to a single frequency are better called tuners, but 
before 1953, when Tecraft started the mass production of crystal 
controlled wide band converters, the distinction was unimportant. And it 
turns out the Lester Converter was a lot older than the early '50s. 


I found its daddy in the April, 1939 QST. The plug-in coils are 
Similar to the '50s offering, but the QST number is for 5 and 10 M. 
Newtimers will need to know we had 5 Meters (56-60 mc) before the war and 
for a short time after before it was stolen and we got the great booby 
prize: Six. 


Prior to about '39 there was little reason to build a converter or a 
tuner for 5M as most of the signals were superwide modulated oscillators 
which defied regular RXs but thrived on the Super-regenerative listening 
tool. But in '38 the ARRL faked a survey and got the government to 
outlaw simple rigs. QRPers did the same thing, without the government, 
in 1980 when they co-opted the old reformist QRP ARCI to a 5W output 
power pack of Zealots. 


Looking at a '39 QST is disorientating. The red cover classic has ads 
for the new Hallicrfters SX-23, which did not sell well, and a Collins 
18M, which you don't see much anymore either. In fact, how long has it 
been since you saw a tube called a 1231, 1852 or 1853? Those were Frank 
Lester's choices for the ‘converter’ back before he went over to 
Hammarlund. I found a letter from him in a manual for a '57 HQ-100. 


If you decide to review the QSTs of 1939, by the way, be sure to check 
out the cover of the September editon. The red covers are gone by then 
and a very pretty YL is calling on 10M. Try to forget she is 80 or so 
now.

HRO 60. My problem is trying to get the darn things to track at the low 
end of the dial. This is mainly because of the use of small loops of 
wire that you're supposed to bend back and forth to adjust the 
inductance. This alone is a pain, and add to it that they are almost 
impossible to get to while the coil sets are in the receiver! I ended 
up resorting to taking the coil sets in and out countless times, each 
time making a small adjustment. There has got to be a better way! So 
far, I've successfully aligned only the E and F coils. The rest, if I 
get the ocillator to track, I can't get the RF and mixer stages to 
track and vice versa. Anybody got some suggestions?

Actualy, the dressiest OT method uses oval-head 10-32s, with metal cup 
washers under ‘em, and nylon cup washers under xthose.* Metal cup washers 
are hollow, nylon ones are solid and just a little smaller; so they fit 
inside and protect the panel. 


Modern practice is to use pan-head or truss-head (or even round-head! ) 
bolts with nylon flatwashers underneath. (I use button-head screws, which 
take a hex drive--works better with an electric screwdriver, looks nifty, 
and makes it difficult for "visiting firemen" to rearrange the gear unless 
they know where the drivers are hidden!)

Hi, Gang! 


It's embarrassing to admit, but when our TV sets at home go seriously 
on the fritz, I call Raub's A-1 Lab, the local TV repair joint. It's 
havin' that big ol' CRT exposed, *not* having the specialized TV-set 
service toys--and one other reason. 

"One other reason" is Mr. Raub himself, who lives right around the 
corner. He grew up on an Indian reservation, won a scholarship to high 
school in xGermanyx (from a German drug company who was having the 
reservation kids collect wild herbs), and eventually found himself pushin' 
a key on freighters in the late '30s as US drug companies were frantically 
buying synthetic painkillers from German outfits (a complicated 
transaction to say the least), trying to stockpile enough xand* reverse 
engineer ‘em as things ramped up to war. When the war did come, he 
pounded brass for Uncle Sam in the Pacific (and later came home and worked 
on radar jammers!), but he doesn't like to talk about that so much--seems 
it was pretty ugly. (The radar jammers are a yarn he's happy to spin, 
though his real pride and joy didn't get running ‘til '45). 

Mr. Raub came by as I was fixing up the galleys of "5 Meter 
Radiotelephony" and remarked that he'd built a loop-modulated 5-meter rig 
around a type '19 way way back; we dug through the stack and found a 
similar rig (but plate-modulated--he sorted out the ckt. in about thirty 
seconds and thought it pretty slick!). I have a copy of the finished book 
set aside to run over to him, as he gets a kick out of seeing the old 
books reprinted. 


We chanced upon the topic of transformers during his most recent visit. 
Seems he'd fixed an electrostatic speaker for a local church, a bad driver 
transformer that he replaced with rewound & modified microwave oven iron. 
In telling the tale, he asked, "Of course, you know how to check a 
transformer for shorted windings with a Simpson 260?" 

Of course I didn't! 

"Ahh," says he, "Its easy! Hang the meter across one set of windings; 
unhook all the others. Put it on "Ohms" and flip the switch from + to -. 
You should see a good, big ‘kick' each time you flip it; if you don't, 
you've got a bad winding. It'll often find even one shorted turn--they 


really damp the field!" 

...SO *nowx I know why that switch is still in-ckt when a Simpson's set 
to "Ohms;" and I've one more reason to hang onto the ol' 260 at work 
despite all the digital meters scuffling for shelf-space next to it. 
Sometimes 4.5 digits are nice...but you can't do xthisx trick with ‘em! 

I enjoy Mr. Raub's visits immensely. Thought about buying a degaussing 
coil the other day, but you know, I believe I'll keep on calling the A-1 
Lab when the picture goes to the wrong colors; it's worth it just to have 
an excuse to ring up Mr. Raub! (Can't remember his call--no longer an 
active ham but I think his ticket's still valid).

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 


and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 
and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 
about it... simple policy 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwillx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at: 
listown@jackatak.theporch.com 
so they may be uploaded to the archives for email, web, or ftp retrieval.

and follow the "ListProc Web Interface" Link to get registered 
and use the web interface, which allows searching of previous 
articles and the archived text files.

Greetings, Troops! 


Here's the latest chapter in the military Onan generator I wrote about 
earlier. 


First tho, I wanna pass along my appreciation to those who responded to my 
first message. They were a GREAT help with this thing. 


Hopefully, my adventure will provide some help to anyone else who needs 
similar data. 


Anyway... today it was time to start hitting the telephone for some sort 
of manual... a long shot at best, seeing as how this is a military 
contract genset. I'd hoped they could at least provide me with the TM 
number so I could hit the Government Printing Office. 


We hit the Cummins Diesel / Onan service center in Milwaukee this morning, 
and played the telephone transfer / put me on hold game for about a half 
hour until we finally found the right person. It seems that the Milwaukee 
center is much more concerned with selling new equipment (mainly Diesels) 
than maintaining older stuff, and the parts / service folks are at a 
different facility... understandable, I guess. 


I was finally steered to a very knowledgable gentleman named Bruce Smeester 
at (920) 338-5927. 


As expected, the fact that this is a military set was a problem... if 
you've got the need for alternator parts, forget it. On the other hand the 
A4CCK gasoline engine is a different story; in fact, the way he spoke of it 
the beast sounds like it's legendary for longevity and reliability. 


My guess as to horsepower was 10 or 12; Bruce says it's closer to 18 - 20 
BHP, and he's seen powerplants of up to 12 KW powered by it! Even before I 
asked, he volunteered that my genset is probably quite underrated. 


The engine is an old classic. To determine the manufacturing date on one 
(but apparently NOT on military issue engines), the following code is 
appended to the serial number; 


A 1940's manufacture 
B = 1950's manufacture 
C 1960's manufacture 


After the '60s, the number starts with two digits, followed by the year of 


manufacture. 
Production ceased in aprox. 1974. 


Electrically, the alternator wiring itself isn't very complex; in this 
case, there are four wires coming out of it, into the outlet box, anda 
lamp is connected from one phase to ground. 


The biggest need is for the 4CCK engine manual. THAT Bruce can supply for 
the paltry sum of twelve bucks. A bargain at twice the price. <<smile>> 


Fair Radio Sales has gotten into the act on my genset. In my opinion, there 
is a definite need for more monitoring capability. The UPS man will be 
bringing me four 15 AMP AC ammeters (one for watching each phase, and one 
watching load balance in the neutral lead), and a vibrating reed type 
frequency meter for setting governor speed. The local auto parts store 
provided a panel mount oil pressure gauge (to supplement the inconveniently 
placed original unit) and a brass tee fitting to hook the two gauges in 
parallel, so to speak. The junkbox provided a sealed 300 VAC meter and a 6 
position rotary switch (each phase to ground for 120 VAC, and across each 
phase for 208 VAC). 


An outfit down the road that does welding on local farmer's equipment is 
fabricating a pair of axles I designed, to be U-bolted to the bottom of the 
genset frame. They're made of 1" square steel tubing, with 5/8" spindles 
for the wheels. That ought to make things reasonably removable without 
risking rapid rupture. 


To keep ‘em from rusting out, and for touching up the genset itself, a trip 
to the local sporting goods store yielded up a couple of spray cans of OD 
paint; it seems that the local turkey hunting contingent uses a number of 
different camoflage paint colors on thier equipment, shooting blinds, etc. 
It's a good source for paint to be used in boatanchor restoration, but for 
the most part it's flat finish paint... good for restoring newer BA stuff. 
The gloss and semigloss stuff CAN be found in the sporting goods stores, 
but not as readily. 


Hope somebody got some useful info or good ideas out of this missive.
